Food service at MPC 
asks for new price hike

ASMPC Council members threw 
down their copies of a letter sent 
from PFM (Professional Food 
_ Management) manager Dick Con- 


3 naughton asking for Student Cen- 


> 


ter food price increases in a dis- 

play of disgust and anger. 
Comments at the Dec.19 meeting 

ranged from ‘ridiculous’’ to 


‘‘they’re crazy.’’ President Bar- 


bara McClair was equally distur- 
bed. ‘‘We have received several 
complaints about the reduced food 
portions and now they ask for a 
price increase,’’ she said. 
Examples of small portions 
pointed outincluded salads, yogurt 


_ and entree, Several council mem- 


bers cited the much smaller Chef 
salad still being served at 90 
cents. 


When El Yanqui asked about the . 


diminished portions, Connaughton 
said,‘‘We haven’t changed the por- 
tions.”’ 

Later it was discovered Connau- 
ghton had admitted to several 
(student body) officials that food 
portions were smaller.

In the letter sent to Council, 
dated Dec. 16, Connaughton said, 
‘‘within the past few months food 
costs have been far outstripping 
any anticipated increases...there- 
for, to provide product selection 
and quality, we have the necess-= 
ity of requesting the following new 
pricing...’’ 

These include a five centincrease 
in the price of cold drinks and 
hot chocolate. 

Connaughton wants to eliminate 
milk dispensers for half-pint 
milk cartons. “This exchange wiil 
provide a more sanitary service 
and eliminate some pilferage,”’ 
he said. If Council approves the 
change, students will be paying a 
nickel more for the same amount 
of milk. 

New first entree prices would 

ran 95 cents through $1.20, sec- 
ond 85 cents through $1,10 and 

third entrees 80 cents through a 
dollar. — 

Small hamburge’s will jump to 39 
cents and large to 55 cents. An 
additional 10 cents would he char- 
ged for Cheese. 

In the letter, Connaughton asked 
Council to elininate coffee refills

due to rising costs and student 
rip-offs. Council did vote to stop 
refills from 10:30 a.m, to 1:30 
p.m. All other times, coffee re- 
fills will be a nickel. 

Connaughton’s letter cited con- 
tinuous price increases in all 
food stuffs. 

A loaf of bread has risen from 
27 cents to 50 cents, a dozen 

buns jumped from 38 cents to 68 
cents and pies from 98 cents to 
$1.53. Soft drink price increases 

- have been asked due to the soar- 
ing cost of sugar. Increasing. the 
price of entrees was requested 
because of higher meat costs, 

Beef roast was 88 cents per 
pound in April but has jumped to 
$1.28. Bacon was 87 cents per 
pound but has since risen. fo 
$1.10 and Ham has gone from 
$1.08 to $1.38 per pound. 

Council was due to vote on the 
proposed increase yesterday. 
Several members of Counci have 
expressed opposition to the pro- 
posed increase and President Mc- 
Clair said, ‘‘We feel this (price ~ 
increase) is inapyropriate at this 
time.”’

by many women not only to learn 
more about themselves as people 
but also to examine more critical- 
ly their past roles, their present 
and their future. 


Of the new courses in the even- 
ing, two explore women in liter- 
ature and politics. | 

The first, English 195, ‘Her 
Voice: Contemporary Literature 
Written By Women,”’ pays parti- 
cular attention to feminist writers 
and give those women wishing itan 
opportunity to express themselves 
creatively by writing or perform - 
ing literary works, Dr. Coniglio 
stated. 

The second is entitled Political 

Science 195, ‘““‘Womenin Politics,” 
and analyzes the effect of the con- 
temporary political system upon 
women and looks at the current 
political campaigns of female can- 
didates. 

A six-week course entitled His- 
tory 195, ‘‘My Grandmother, My 
Mother and Me,’’ encourages wo- 
men to gain a fuller understanding 
of their present status by examin- 
ing the lives of the women who 
have preceded them in history, 
Dr. Coniglio explained. 

New during the day is a course 
called Sociology 195, ‘‘ The Second 
Wave: The New Feminist Revolu- 
tion,’’ which explores the new con- 
sci ousness of women. 

New 
ities 295, ‘‘Creative Women: A 
Room of Our Own,” which gives - 
women an opportunity to ‘‘explore 


‘their own creativity on a non- 


competitive basis’’ and the physi- 


classes also include Human- - 


cal education course, Physical 
Education 195, ‘Exploring Self 
Through Movement,’’ and Person- 


al Development 295L ‘Self-Ap- 


praisal and Vocational Explora- 
tion,’’ which will guide women 
through and appraisal of them- 
selves in relation to possible 
career choices. 

_A series of workshops, designed 
‘to deepen women’s awareness of 
themselves and to provide them 
with the knowledge and skills to 
function as thoughtful, independent 
persons,’’will include Psychology 
610, ‘‘Women and Assertiveness 
Training,’’ Psychology 6Il, ‘“Fe- 
male Sexuality,’’ Physical Educa- 
tion 195, “‘Women and Self-De- 
fense,’’ and Personal Develop- 
ment 295L, “Women and Career 
Planning .’’ 

The course P.E, 125, “Women in 
Motion,”’ will be offered again, 
providing introduction into a vari- 
ety of sports activites. Also re- 
turning are English 102, “Litera- 
ture By and About Women”’ and 
Ethnic Studies 195, ‘‘Afro-Ameri- 
can Women in Literature.’’ Hu- 
manities 195, ‘“‘Images of Women 
in American Culture,’’ will move 
from the evening to the daytime 
in the spring semester.
